Word 'was recently received in this 


city to tha effect that out o£-the large 
number of Lowell men who enlisted In 
the Greek army in tho Turkish-Balkan 
trouble, only about a half dozen are 
still on duty, the others having all been 
filled or seriously wounded. 


Tho Greek or Holy regiment left this 


city shortly after tho trouble started. 
Several hundred men, mostly all oper- 


tatives In the local mills, responded to] 
the call to arms. The first men to go 
were the members of (ho regiment, and 
they were first sent to BO to the front. 


Early In the war they seemed to 


escape fatalities, for the'first letters 
received In this city brought the news 
that although several of the Greek 
army had fallen before the deadly flre, 
there was none to ho counted among 
the dead as corning from Lowell. How- 
ever, later many of them were wound- 
ed and others killed. 


Tho^ ranks of the 
regiment were 


greatly thinned, especially among tho 
Lowell 'delegations, and It is said their 
fall was due to their bravery. A letter 
received recently from the battlefield 


states that there is only about half a 
dozen Lowell boys on the battlefield, 
and those have turned their efforts to 
a new field, that of the Greek-Bulgar- 
ian war, which means that 
a 
very 


small number of Lowell men will re- 
turn to this city when the present 
trouble Is over.

Lord Lansdowne Proposes That 


Peers Go on Strike Against 


Legislation
